SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled A Hot Black Teaser is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine contains sexually explicit photographs and a small amount of text. The 
man and woman in the photographs are depicted engaging in various sexual acts with 
a focus on penile penetration and ejaculation. 
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A limited number of close-up depictions of genitalia degrade and dehumanise the 
participants by presenting them as body parts, primarily their sexual organs. However, 
this is balanced by full body shots of the participants which make up the majority of the 
photographs in the magazine. The magazine also contains two pages of 
advertisements for phone sex which degrade the women to a limited extent by 
presenting them primarily in terms of their sexual availability. Given these factors, and 
the general degree of explicitness of both the covers and the contents of the 
magazine, the limitation on the freedoms of si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 is considered reasonable and justified. The Classification Office finds that the 
availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is made 
available only to an adult audience.
